MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


To the Taxpayers: 

In accordance with the provisions of our city charter I 
herewith submit the sixteenth annual report on our municipal 
government, showing all financial transactions, also a report 
of the several departments, as well as an estimate of the 
expenses which shall probably be incurred during 1938. 

In spite of our efforts to the contrary our expenses during 
1937 exceeded our income by $623.57, and this, added to the 
accumulated deficits of previous years, makes a total of 
$2,943.43. I do not believe it necessary to state that this situa- 
tion was brought about by the extremely heavy demands on 
our Charity Department for the last three months of 1937. 

The year 1937 opened with what seemed to everyone a 
year that would require but normal demands on the Charity 
Department, as throughout the first eight months calls for 
relief were few. Then came the reversal. In September local 
industries suffered, and are still suffering, a severe decline in 
operations. Opinions have been expressed that conditions are 
now worse than at the height of the depression. Business at 
the commissary skyrocketed and present indications are that 
it will continue to do so until there is a general improvement 
in local industry. 

I am happy to report that after several conferences, neces- 
sitated by our determination to get a reduction in the cost of 
street lighting, we did obtain the substantial reduction of 
$1,065.48 annually. . 

Our water department continues to show a favorable con- 
dition, since you will note that a cash balance of $3,160.98, is 
indicated and this department’s bonded indebtedness has 
been reduced by $2,000.00, as well as all litigation, 2¢., 
$1,500.00 was settled during the year. 

The warning for the Annual City Meeting contains an 
article asking the taxpayers of the City to authorize the City 
Council to increase the tax rate fifty cents on the dollar of the 
Grand List. 

This is equivalent to a ten per cent increase over the pres- 
ent rate of five dollars, and, if authorized by the voters, will 
be effective for the year 1938 only. This method, we believe, 
is better and more economical than a bond issue which would 
carry an increase in the tax rate over a longer period of time. 
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It is with reluctance that we make this demand of the 
taxpayers during the present recession. However, we have no 
alternative; the City’s income is not enough to meet its ex- 
penses. 

Our relief load has been bearing down heavily for the past 
two months; expenditures have been at the rate of about 
$45,000 a year in direct relief—an enormous load which the 
City will be unable to shoulder very long. 

The City Council, in the adoption of its budget, felt opti- 
mistic that business conditions would improve and set the 
figures at $30,000 as its estimated cost for the operation of the 
Charity Department for 1938. 

The demand for a fifty cent increase in the City tax rate is 
based on these figures which are approximately fifty per cent 
higher than the cost for running the Charity Department 
last year. | } 

It must not be forgotten that, although five dollars is con- 
sidered a high tax rate, the city’s share for operating all de- 
partments is only two dollars. The balance of the tax rate, 
namely, three dollars, is divided as follows: one dollar goes to 
the City Sinking Fund to pay for bonds and interest on the 
city debt, and two dollars goes to the School District. 

It will probably be of interest to the voters to learn that in 
practically every city or town wherein are Works Progress 
Administration projects, the citizens have been called upon 
for extra money, bond issues or otherwise, to finance the ex- 
penses of the projects. The Federal Government pays the 
labor but all cost of materials used in the projects are paid for 
by the municipality. No such demand has been made of the 
Citizens of Winooski. The City Council has financed its 
share of the cost of Works Progress Administration projects 
out of its ordinary revenues. Were it not for the projects, the 
city’s relief load would be much greater. At the present time, 
Works Progress Administration payrolls in the City amount 
to about $10,000 per month. 

I again wish to express thanks to all who co-operated with 
me in the past year.

STREET DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Mayor and City Council: 


I hereby submit my report as Superintendent of the Street 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1937. 

I am pleased to say that during the past year we had a 
very constructive program which was carried out under the 
WPA and our City forces. The most outstanding construc- 
tion work performed was the excavation and installation of a 
stone rubble base and asphalt surface on Weaver and Union 
Streets. Approximately 1,450 feet of this type of work was 
completed. 

Several other streets were scarified, rolled and treated 
with asphalt or chloride, all dirt streets were rolled and re- 
shaped with the power grader and one or two applications of 
chloride were applied where necessary. 

All streets and sidewalks were plowed and snow removed 
from the business sections, all streets and walks were sanded 
and sand boxes were placed in various places and kept filled 
with sand. 

Sewers were cleaned and flushed, when it became neces- 
sary all catchbasins were cleaned of all refuse at different 
intervals, also all refuse removed after storms. Streets were 
washed in the business sections during the summer months. 

WPA projects for the construction of sidewalks, curb and 
gutters and catchbasins were carried on during the spring 
and summer months. These projects greatly improve our 
streets and drainage system. 

The City Quarry was operating at all times during the 
year under WPA, quarrying and crushing rock for the var- 
ious projects under construction in our City. 

We have outlined for the coming year a very large con- 
struction program which will comprise the improvement of 
Malletts Bay Avenue from Union Street northerly to St. 
Peter Street. This type of construction has been urgently 
needed for some years. 

At this time I wish to suggest and recommend that we 
consider purchasing two or more cars of asphalt so that our 
streets may be properly treated during the coming year. I also 
suggest that we construct a centralized garage and storage 
plant combined so that the proper storage of all tools and 
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equipment can be taken care of with a minimum of cost. I 
suggest that we take advantage of the WPA labor which will 
_ be a large item out of the cost of construction, saving the City 
about sixty percent of the total cost of erection. 

In closing I wish to thank the City Officials and our 
employees for their wholehearted co-operation which made 
it possible for a most successful year.

(General Construction at Reservoirs) 
This project was of a general construction type and the

FUTURE WPA PROGRAM 


We have a large construction program outlined for the 
Street and Water Departments for 1938. These projects are 
made possible by the approval of the applications by the 
Works Progress Administration at Montpelier. 


PROJECT 65-12-359-M 


This project consists of one of the largest construction 
projects undertaken by the City for some time. The work

calls for cutting down the grade and to enlarge the width of 
the road on Malletts Bay Avenue. Also to construct retain- 
ing walls, sidewalks, curbs and gutters from Union Street to 
St. Peter Street. This type of construction has been urgently 
needed for some time and takes up the slack of our unem- 
ployment. 


PROJECT 65-12-359 


This project provides for the excavation and construction 
of a stone rubble base on Russell Street. We will cut the grade 
down about 18 inches, remove all surplus clay and put in a 
stone rubble base with a crushed stone surface. About 250 
lineal feet of this type of work will be completed in the early 
spring which will greatly improve this section of the street. 


PROJECT 65-12-551 


For the continuation of our sidewalk, curb and gutter 
construction program which is one of the outstanding proj- 
ects carried on by the City. This type of work is very im- 
portant to the City and property holders as it improves our 
streets and the value of property at a large saving to both. 


PROJECT 65-12-551 


This project covers the construction and reconstruction 
of catchbasins for further improvement to our sewer and 
street drainage system and are constructed at a small cost to 
the City. It is expected that a large number will be con- 
structed during the coming year. 


PROJECT 65-12-360 


This project provides for the construction of new exten- 
sion to our water supply system, about 1,440 feet of eight inch 
water main on Malletts Bay Avenue, 250 feet on Maple Street 
and about 980 feet on Hickok Street from West Lane south- 
erly to the Railroad and then easterly to Malletts Bay 
Avenue. 


Funds are now available for the operation of our projects 
to June 30, 1938, when such time WPA will be terminated 
unless a further appropriation is made by Congress.

WATER DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Mayor and City Counct: 

I hereby submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
the Water Department for the year ending December 31, 
1937. 

The greater part of the work performed by this depart- 
ment the past year was confined mostly to maintenance, al- 
though construction was carried on by WPA under my super- 
vision. The program carried out was of great improvement 
to our water supply system. 

The construction work done by the department itself was 
very small. We constructed six new services. Others were 
dug up, and renewed, where it became necessary. 

We constructed a garage back of the City Hall for the 
purpose of keeping our department truck. 

There was but two frozen meters during the year which 
were repaired, tested and replaced in service. All meters were 
read quarterly and slow and stopped meters were removed 
and replaced by reconditioned meters. All meters removed 
were repaired, tested and replaced into service. 

Due to weather conditions and to the enlargement of 
our upper reservoir by WPA labor, we pumped but 665 hours 
during the year. 

We have outlined a very large and constructive WPA 
program for the coming year. The most outstanding of the 
projects is the construction of a new eight inch water main 
on Malletts Bay Avenue from Union Street to a point 240 
easterly on West Spring Street. This construction was nec- 
essary due to the large street construction project in that 
area. Other WPA construction projects will be found listed 
under the heading WPA Projects.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


I hereby submit my report of the Fire Department for the 
year ending December 31, 1937. The department consists 
of the officers and men as follows: Paul Gunther, Theodore 
Merchand, Napoleon Provost, Delmar Villemaire, Henry 
Merchant, Gaston Poirier, Leo Laramee, Leo Campbell, 
Louis Campbell, Charles Adams, Aurelien Boucher, Paul 
Martin, Joseph ‘Tamer, Paul Catelli, Ernest Merchant, Mau- 
rice Blanchard, Bramer Vanslette, Ralph Muir, Albert La- 
vigne, Joseph LeBeau. 

During the year the department responded to fifty alarms 
as follows: Three in January; two in February; seven in 
March; eleven in April; four in May; two in June; three 
in July; two in August; three in September; six in October; 
one in November and six in December. The approximate 
damage by fire and water, partly covered by insurance, was 
$21,000. The department laid 3,300 feet of hose and con- 
sumed 273 gallons of chemicals. 

There were eleven less alarms, and a loss increase of 
$1,130 more than in 1936. 

Chimney and flues are the cause of over half of the fires 
throughout the State. More than 1,000 homes have been 
destroyed in 1936. A little thought given to those figures 
shows what a toll we pay for heedless and careless neglect. 
It is for the public interest to report all fire hazards to the 
proper officials. I am sure they will cooperate with you to the 
best of their ability. Inspections were made twice a year 
throughout the business section, and all back yards were in- 
spected during clean-up week and favorable results were 
noted. 

Dumping refuse on private property is still a problem, 
and bears evidence of the lazy and dirty habits of some citi- 
zens. When you have taken the trouble to rid your property 
of undesirable materials why put it where it is offensive to 
others? Calling the act dumping rubbish on other people’s 
property lazy and dirty is treating the matter all too lightly. 
It is lazy and dirty to do so. It is also an offense against 
decency, health and common sense. 

Dumping rubbish is against the regulations of the City 
and the offenders are subjected to fines for the violations of 
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the regulations and the punishment is deserved. Dumping 
rubbish on private property provides breeding places for dis- 
ease and all times gives rise to offensive smell. ‘This dumping 
of all kinds of refuse is a serious offense. It offends everybody 
living in that locality, and one is intensely disloyal to one’s 
community if he persists in dumping rubbish and other offen- 
sive material on his or any other property. Our City has a 
public dump where all this material can be disposed of for a 
small sum of money monthly. You that reside in that neigh- 
borhood where this menace exists can overcome this public 
menace by warning the offenders and notifying the proper 
Officials. 

Two new alarm boxes were installed during the year. 
Box 37 at the corner of Hall and Audet Streets and Box 27 
on the upper heights. All persons living in both localities 
should get acquainted with their nearest alarm box so they 
may be able to sound an alarm when fire is discovered. 

In closing I wish to take this opportunity in expressing 
my gratitude to the boys of the department and the Mayor 
and the Council and all others who have cooperated with me 
throughout the year.

OLD AGE ASSISTANCE INVESTIGATOR 


I hereby submit my report of Old Age Assistance to the 
residents of Winooski. Since my appointment in May, 1937, 
as Old Age Assistance Investigator, there have been twenty- 
three new grants up to December 31, 1937. During this 
period there have been eighteen increases, five reinstated, and 
three revoked. The total number of applications filed for Old 
Age Assistance for the City of Winooski up to date is ninety- 
eight, of this number seventeen have died, eight of which died 
1937: 

The Federal auditors would not accept the evidence sub- 
mitted regarding age and citizenship of fifteen applicants for 
old age assistance. I was able to clear this matter to the satis- 
faction of the Federal auditors, and thus retain the old age 
assistance for these fifteen applicants. 

As of December 31 there were fifty-one active grants in 
the total amount of $840.00 a month. For the calendar year 
ending December 31, 1937, the Old Age Assistance Depart- 
ment has paid $6,880.00 as assistance to the City of Winooski 
and $500.00 in funeral benefits. I wish to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank the City Officials and City Treasurer Eugene 
Manseau for the splendid cooperation which I have received 
since my appointment. I wish also to thank Arthur Simpson, 
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Director of Old Age Assistance, and his department for the 
fine cooperation they have given me during the past year.

CITY ATTORNEY 


To the Honorable City Council of the City of Winooski: 

Gentlemen: I submit to you below a summary of the 
legal services rendered by me as city attorney for the City 
of Winooski during the fiscal year 1937: 

I have attended all regular and special meetings of 
the city council and my entire time remained at the dis- 
posal of the council when so in session in rendering 
decisions whenever matters of legal importance arose, in 
construing the different sections of the charter and the 
statutes of the State relating to municipal corporations, 
and in the drawing up of contracts and resolutions. 
Written briefs of the law were, upon request, furnished to 
the City Council on four different occasions. 


POOR DEPARTMENT 


I have handled all correspondence dealing with former 
city residents who are now paupers in foreign states when 
attempts were being made to have the City of Winooski 
assume responsibility for their support. I have decided 
on the legal status of several other pauper cases appear- 
ing before the board and, on one ocasion, attended at a 
hearing before the Municipal Court in Burlington with 


the overseer. 
TAX COLLECTOR 


I have on several occasions helped in the collections 
of taxes by the issuance of trustee writs whenever so 
requested by the collector. ‘This practice, however, being 
outside of my duties and requirements as city attorney, 
would undoubtedly have accomplished still better results 
had not my time been limited for this purpose by the 
requirements of my law practice. 

LITIGATIONS 

A minor suit brought by the Town of Cavendish against 
the City of Winooski in the amount of one hundred fifty 
($150) dollars for the support of a Winooski resident taken 
sick and hospitalized in said town, was settled on amicable 
terms for the sum of ninety-nine dollars and seven cents 
($99.07) after considerable correspondence. 

In October suit was brought against Edith Hornsinger 
of Alburg, Vermont, to recover expenses incurred by the 
City of Winooski in the replacement of a hydrant at corner 
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Main and Lafountain Streets, and which was damaged 
beyond repair when struck by a car owned by Edith Horn- 
singer. A settlement out of court brought to the City of 
Winooski the sum of one hundred seventeen dollars and 
thirty-seven cents ($117.37). 

Threats to institute two or three other minor suits against 
the city became ineffective after evidence of legal liability 
could not be produced by the complainants when so re- 
quested. 

I have represented the City of Winooski on two dif- 
ferent occasions before the Public Service Commissions at 
hearings held in Montpelier to apportion between the State 
and municipalities bordering the Winooski River the costs 
to the State of the flood control projects at East Barre, 
Wrightsville and Montpelier in accordance with benefits 
received. An injunction brought by the Town of Water- 
bury against the Commission in the making of the ap- 
portionment because of the unconstitutionality of the law 
in question has already been sustained in Chancery Court. 
The ultimate decision has now been left to the Supreme 
Court where the question was brought on appeal by the 
attorney general. 

ORDINANCES 


One addition was made to our list of ordinances, de- 
claring it a nuisance for anyone to solicit transportation 
in motor vehicles not engaged in passenger carrying for 
hire, except in cases of extreme necessity, commonly 
known as thumbing or hitch-hiking, and subjecting would- 
be violators to a maximum fine of fifty ($50) dollars. 

On December 6, 1937, after due complaint and war- 
rant having been issued on request, it then became my 
duty to prosecute Regis Dufresne for the violation of two 
separate ordinances, one for the breaking or digging up 
the ground in the street at the corner of Platt and Main 
Streets, and the other for the cutting down of a shade tree, 
both without first having obtained a sufficient permit from the 
City Council. After an all day trial by jury Mr. Dufresne 
was acquitted. In order that you may better understand 
the law applicable in connection with the facts of this case 
I quote to you below from the court’s charge to the jury: 

“An ordinance of the City of Winooski requires that one who 
proposes to dig up or break the ground or pavement in any street 
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or on any sidewalk shall first procure a permit or license from the 
city council. ‘This ordinance retains in the city certain rights over 
its lands used on a highway for sidewalk purposes. ‘The constitu- 
tion and laws guarantee to any person the right to use his land for 
such lawful purpose as he may choose. The maintenance of a gaso- 
line filling station 1s a lawful purpose. As an incident to this right 
any person has a legal right to an entrance to and an egress from 
his property which will be reasonably adequate to conserve the 
business he chooses to carry on. The curb and gutter in a city 1s 
a barrier to such entrance and exit and the property owner has the 
right to have from a city council a permit to remove such curb and 
gutter to such an extent as will reasonably conserve his lawful busi- 
ness, and the city has no right under the ordinance in question, or 
otherwise, to refuse such permit. ‘The city does, however, have a 
right to put around such permit reasonable restrictions, definitions, 
limitations, measurements, etc., as will not interfere with such prop- 
erty owners reasonable requirements in connection with the conduct 
of his business. 

“In this case the respondent was bound to apply for the permit 
or license of the city to remove curbs and gutters and bound to keep 
within such reasonable limitations as the city might impose, provided 
they did not interfere with the respondent’s business use of his prop- 
erty. The permit with such reasonable restrictions could not reason- 
ably be refused by veto or otherwise .... 

“The city council cannot depart from the specific requirements of 
the City Charter in its definition of veto power. These requirements 
are that a resolution which the mayor desires to disapprove shall be 
returned to the next regular meeting which happens to fall on a day 
not less than one week from the passage of the resolution. The vote 
granting permit on May 24 was rescinded or reconsidered on June | 
so that there was on June 1 and until June 7 nothing for the mayor to 
either approve or disapprove. His right of veto did not attach until 
June 7 which was the regular June meeting of the council, and his 
first legal opportunity to present a veto was at the next regular meeting 
on July 5. Nothing was done concerning this resolution on July 5 
or at any meeting in that month. 

“. .. If the city had refused a permit, which refusal does not 
apply in this case, respondent would have had the right to proceed to 
cut curb and gutters but only so far as was needed to conserve his 
business. ‘The permit being granted, however, as stated, required the 
respondent to stay within the provisions of that permit, providing the 
restrictions therein still left to the respondent a reasonably adequate 
and convenient entry and exit for the purposes of his business. The 
reasonableness of the restrictions includes the location on respondent’s 
premises of the contemplated driveway and its convenience to his — 
business as well as the width thereof. If these restrictions were reason- 
able and gave the respondent driveways conveniently located and of 
adequate width, then he is guilty if he goes outside the purview of the 
permit, but, he 1s not guilty if such restrictions were unreasonable and 
unreasonableness may include the claim of the respondent that an 
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obeyance to all of the restrictions would have put a part of the con- 
templated driveway in conflict with the respondent’s house, if you 
find such to be the fact. 

~ “To summarize. ... The only question for you to decide in this 
case is whether or not the measurements and restrictions in said reso- 
lution were reasonable and left the respondent with an adequate and 
convenient approach to his business; that is, adequate and convenient 
both from the standpoint of width and location. 

“As to case No. 5276, being the case upon which the alleged 
violation of the ordinance as to cutting trees is based, it is the law that 
if the permit to break curbs . . . . included, within its measured limita- 
tions or within the limitations of the convenience of this respondent 
in the operation of his business, any trees, then that permit is by law 
extended to be a permit to remove such trees as may conflict with the 
advantages of the permit. It is further extended to include the re- 
moval of such trees as may be a menace, from traffic standpoint or 
otherwise; that is a danger point to any cars having occasion to go 
on respondent’s property or pedestrians having occasion to pass such 
property.... 

“An attempt was made in argument to refer to something regarding 
nuisance. In this case that question is not on trial. The Charter of 
the City of Winooski does not give to the city council authority to de- 
termine what 1s or what is not a nuisance. It gives them merely au- 
thority to cause proper proceedings in a proper court to determine 
whether a thing is or is not a nuisance and, if a nuisance, to abate it.” 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


I have cooperated to the fullest extent with the health 
officer and, on several occasions, letters were forwarded to 
residents on Malletts Bay Avenue, on East Center Street 
and on upper Russell Street, demanding the immediate con- 
nection of their residence with the main sewer in cases 
where no connection existed, otherwise to vacate the 


premises. 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


I wish to again recommend that a committee be appointed 
to revise the City of Winooski ordinances, many of which 
are now obsolete. New ordinances should be drawn up and 
old ones, existing since the granting of the old village char- 
ter, should be removed from our files and records. A sufhi- 
cient amount of money should be appropriated by the City 
Council for this purpose. Sufficient copies of the then new 
revised ordinances should be printed and distributed within 
the city to parties interested in them.

MAYOR’S ANNUAL MESSAGE 


To the Taxpayers: 


I respectfully. submit to the taxpayers of Winooski the 
seventeenth annual city report for the year ending December 
31, 1938. 

In all probability this will be my last opportunity of ad- 
dressing you in an annual message, hence I shall state a few 
facts and make a suggestion or two. 

Realizing as I do that this administration was not per- 
fect, I am also conscious of the fact neither time nor effort 
was spared in the interests of our citizens and taxpayers. I 
have at all times endeavored to keep within my jurisdiction 
and to render justice and fairness to all. I have labored 
under extremely trying circumstances in my five terms as 
your Mayor, and you may rest assured that I am not un- 
mindful of the timely cooperation received from the council- 
men, the heads of the various city departments, and last but 
not least our City. Clerk and the civic minded people of 
Winooski. 

At the outset of my fifth term as your Mayor the outlook 
financially was anything but encouraging. An emergency 
had arisen, and as you will recall, the warning for the seven- 
teenth annual meeting contained an article dealing with the 
question of whether or not the voters would authorize the 
City Council to assess and levy a tax of fifty cents, or any 
part thereof, on the dollar of the grand list to meet expendi- 
tures anticipated in the budget prepared and adopted by the 
City Council. This proposal was defeated; but conditions 
were such that defeated proposals were of no avail if the city 
was to carry on, and | then turned to the City Sinking Fund 
as a source of financial aid in meeting current running ex- 
penses brought about by the constantly heavy demands made 
by the Charity Department. Upon meeting for the second 
time to vote upon the question the voters authorized the City 
Council to draw $15,000.00 from the Sinking Fund, 
$14,000.00 of which was transferred to the City General 
Fund. Of the $14,000.00 so transferred, $11,500.00 was used 
to meet current and accumulated running expenses, and 
$2,500.00 was held in reserve for the payment of bills which 
had been contracted but which had not as yet been presented 
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for payment. It should be borne in mind that the year 1938 
“inherited” a deficit of $2,943.43 from 1937. I am glad to 
state that the 1937 deficit was paid up along with our 1938 
bills as presented, and I invite your attention to the favorable 
balance on hand in the City General Fund at the close of 1938. 

On the opposite page you will note a comparative budget 
for the years 1938 and 1939. It will be observed that most 
departments did either operate within the figures set or 
slightly in excess of the figures. In some cases where a de- 
partment appears to have exceeded its budget the fault lies 
in the fact that bills for the department were carried over 
from 1937. 

Our major problem, as can be observed by a glance at the 
budget, is the Charity Department, and until the demands 
upon this department can be substantially reduced the prob- 
lem remains unsolved. It will be noted that the budget 
figure set for the Charity Department for 1939 is $17,000.00, 
—a reduction of $13,000.00 as compared with 1938. In view 
of the general improvement in local industry I trust that the 
Charity Department can and will operate within the budget 
figures provided local conditions continue or improve on the 
present scale. 

In another part of the annual report you will note a de- 
tailed account of relief granted individuals during the year. 
It is with reluctance that this step is taken; but in the interest 
of the taxpayers there is no alternative. When it becomes 
necessary for a city the size of Winooski to allot or spend 
$30,000.00 or more annually for charity I feel that the tax- 
payers are entitled to more than a consolidated report on 
such an enormous amount. 

At present we are employing about thirty men on local 
WPA projects. We have been fortunate in having been able 
to maintain an average of about 150 men employed on the 
Fort Ethan Allen projects. At the present time we have 
about 125 working there, and at one time there were 243 men 
employed on these projects with payrolls aggregating 
$90,000.00 for the year. Between January 1 and December 
31, 1938, the Federal Government paid out $140,055.91 in 
wages to Winooski WPA employees, and in addition allotted 
food and clothing to the value of $15,000.00. Regardless of 
what may be said in criticism of WPA it must be generally 
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agreed that WPA has been a great benefit to Winooski. 
Federal money not only kept families off the relief rolls, but 
was a big help to local merchants as well. 

_ I have to report that through the efforts of your last City 
Administration the Joint Commission appointed by the first 
City Council, and the Town of Colchester in the matter of 
delinquent town, village and school taxes has effected a set- 
tlement. The settlement was negotiated during the year but 
was not finally concluded until after the first of January, 
1939, therefore the detailed report will not appear until the 
close of 1939. 

The Police Department under our efficient and con- 
scientious chief, Charles A. Barber, has operated effectively 
and successfully. Chief Barber and his department have at 
all times shown interest and a willingness to cooperate with 
all departments of the city. 

Our Fire Department under the leadership of Chief Paul 
Gunther, Sr., continues to operate effectively with fire losses 
being kept to a minimum. 

Our Water Department continues to be self-supporting, 
and with the many general improvements throughout the de- 
partment I am confident of its future. The department has 
reduced its bonded indebtedness by $2,000.00 and your at- 
tention is invited to the cash balance on hand. There are no 
outstanding bills against the department. At this time I 
favor the opportunity of recommending the purchase of a 
Deep Well Turbine Pump as the old air lift system now in 
use is obsolete, and expensive to operate. The cost of electric 
current necessary to operate the old pump for one year would 
pay for a new pump. | 

In closing I again wish to express my thanks and ap- 
preciation to all who have helped and cooperated with me.

CITY ATTORNEY 


To the Honorable City Council of the City of Winooski: 

I submit to you below a summary of the legal services 
rendered by me as City Attorney for the City of Winooski 
during the year 1938: 

I am pleased to report that I was able to attend prac- 
tically all of the regular and the special meetings held by the 
city council during the year. I have furnished the city coun- 
cil or any of its members, whenever requested, legal opinions 
on all matters in controversy and written briefs of the law 
were furnished on three different occasions. It became my 
duty from time to time to draw contracts and leases concern- 
ing the city proper and to prepare several resolutions, two of 
which pertained to special city meetings, one for the sale of 
the City Hall to the U. S. Government and the other for the 
borrowing of money from the sinking fund to meet current 
expenses of the city for the year. 


POOR DEPARTMENT 


It became necessary for me on several occasions to corres- 
pond with charity officials in foreign states relative to the 
return to this state of paupers who had left our city to locate 
employment elsewhere. At least eight or ten different at- 
tempts have been made to have Winooski accept the return 
of such families but each demand was met with an absolute 
refusal. It became my duty in such cases to advance legal 
grounds on which our refusal to accept these paupers was 


founded. 


TAX COLLECTOR 


As attorney for the city I am compelled by charter pro- 
vision to advise and assist city officials in legal matters. I 
have issued several trustee writs during the year against de- 
linquent taxpayers in the name of and at the request of the 
tax collector. This method proved to be efficient in those 
cases where the collection of such taxes without suit would 
have been practically impossible. The costs of service on 
each of these writs amount to $3.40 in the least, and same is 
added to the amount of the tax. These costs, contrary to 
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some prevailing opinion, are not the city attorney’s fees. I 
receive $1.00 for issuing the writs and the balance of $2.40 is 
the charge of the officer serving the writ. 


ASSESSMENTS 


During the year, the city council, following the provisions 
of our charter to that effect, turned over to the tax collector 
for collection a number of sidewalk, curb and gutter assess- 
ments amounting to several hundreds of dollars. The ma- 
jority of these assessments were legally assessed during the 
year 1929 and became outlawed because of the statute of 
limitations after a period of six years. Levy on the several 
properties for the amount of the assessments and the adver- 
tising of the properties for sale at auction became the only 
legal means by which collection could be brought about. All 
assessments on those properties that were advertised, how- 
ever, were paid in full, with costs, before any sale took place. 
Several other property owners made arrangements to pay 
their assessments either before their several properties were 
advertised for sale, or after learning of the tax collector’s 
determination to make good his threat to sell at public auc- 
tion. 


ORDINANCES 


No new additions were made to the existing list of ordi- 
nances. Only two warrants were issued by me during the 
year, upon complaint made by the chief of police, the first 
because of the careless and negligent driving of an operator 
involved in a serious accident at corner West Spring and 
Weaver streets and who later pleaded guilty to the offense, 
the second being arrested for the first violation of our thumb- 
ing or hitch-hiking ordinance who likewise pleaded guilty to 
the offence and fines were imposed by the court in both cases. 
Several first offenders of our parking ordinances were repri- 
manded by the police department during the year and this 
custom brought about the desired results without prosecu- 
tion. 


WINOOSKI-COLCHESTER COMMITTEE 


In accordance with section 53 of our charter a commit- 
tee, known as the Winooski-Colchester Committee, was ap- 
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pointed in 1922 by the City of Winooski and the new Town 
of Colchester to collect all taxes then due the Old Town of 
Colchester, the Village of Winooski, the Colchester School 
District and the School District No. 6, or a total sum of $18,- 
375.51 representing the following: ‘Town and State taxes, 
$5,311.02; Town School taxes, $1,344.57; Town highway 
taxes, $604.77 ; Village and Village Highway taxes, $6,978.58 ; 
Graded School taxes, $4,136.57. 

A big majority of these delinquent taxes had been assessed 
on polls and became outlawed because of the statute of 
limitations if not collected within six years, and the balance, 
representing property taxes became outlawed within fifteen 
years from the last payment. From available records all of 
the above outstanding taxes, except for a few collections, ap- 
peared to be outlawed on January 1, 1939. 

After several attempts by the city council to meet with 
Colchester officials to arrive at some reasonable settlement 
whereby the City of Winooski would get its share in the 
moneys collected by the committee appointed to collect the 
above taxes, a meeting was arranged and held in the City 
Clerk’s office on May 9, 1938, where all parties financially 
interested were represented. The committee, through their 
chairman, George T. Graves, reported a total collection, 
less collection fees, of the sum of $3,063.76. From this 
amount there was deducted the sum of $500.00 paid to the 
said committee for their services, and the further sum of 
$250.00 paid out by the committee in redeeming outstand- 
ing orders held in connection with the collection of said 
taxes, leaving a net balance for distribution of $2,313.76. 

It became impossible for the committee or the members 
of this special meeting to divide this net amount in accord- 
ance with paragraph 2 of section 53 of our charter due to 
the fact that no records of payments by the several in- 
dividuals were furnished the committee by Attorney H. A. 
Bailey who had been employed in the collection of these 
taxes. After a thorough discussion of the matter it was 
agreed by the parties to be benefited thereby to share the 
net balance of $2,313.76 as follows: ‘To the City of Win- 
ooski 55 percent of the net amount, or a total of $1,272.57; 
to the Winooski Graded School District 22 percent, or a 
total of $509.03; to the Town of Colchester 15 percent, or a 
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total of $347.06; to the Colchester Town School District 
8 percent, or a total of $185.10. And the Committee would 
be discharged of its duties upon the payment of these sepa- 
rate amounts as above agreed upon. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Many sections of our charter have become. obsolete, 
others have been found incomplete and contradictory. I 
would suggest the appointment by the city council of a 
special Commission of three responsible and impartial citi- 
zens to revise our charter and draw a new one in its place if 
deemed necessary, said citizens to be paid for their time de- 
voted in this work in order that they may have a draft of 
the same ready to be presented to the legislature in Jan- 
uary, 1941. I further recommend the compilation of all the 
ordinances of the city in one volume with index after a com- 
plete revision of the same.

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CHARITY DEPARTMENT 


Heavy demands were made once more in this department 
during the past year. A careful analysis of calls for help 
and relief was made in each individual case, but the human 
element or error of judgment for some cases, sympathy for 
some, lack of sympathy in others will make the total for 
the year seem large in some cases, very small in others; 
however, difficult as it is to handle this department without 
a trained social worker and at an added expense to the city, 
we believe that Winooski costs compare favorably with like 
industrial centers.

I hereby submit my annual report of the Water Depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31, 1938. 

The greater part of our work performed during the year 
was confined mostly to maintenance, although a large WPA 
program of construction was carried on throughout the year. 

Several hundred feet of six- and eight-inch water main 
with services and fittings were constructed on Malletts Bay 
Avenue, Maple and West Spring Streets, improving circula- 
tion and service to the patrons. 

We constructed several new services and renewed old 
services when it became necessary. ‘There were but twelve 
meters frozen during the year which were repaired, tested 
and replaced into service. All meters were read quarterly. 
Slow and stopped meters were removed and replaced with 
new or reconditioned meters. 

We pumped a total of 1,500 hours during the year due 
to an unusually dry summer and fall. 

In closing I wish to state that we have sufficient WPA 
funds available to carry on our water main construction 
during the coming year. 

I also wish to thank the City officials and the employees 
for their cooperation.

STREET DEPARTMENT 


I hereby submit my annual report of the Street Depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31, 1938. 

During the year our Street Department forces did very 
little construction work, all work was confined to mainte- 
nance due to the large construction work carried on by 
WPA during the year. 

Malletts Bay Avenue, Hall, St. Peter and West Spring 
Streets were under construction during the year and were 
completed in November. This type of work was one of 
the largest street improvements undertaken and had been 
urgently needed for some time. 

We also have other street improvement programs out- 
lined for the coming year. 

The maintenance work consisted of scarifying, reshaping 
and rolling several streets; chloride was applied to all dirt 
streets—two applications were made where it was necessary ; 
cold patching was done during the fall months where neces- 
sary. 

All streets and walks were plowed after snow storms and 
snow removed from the business sections, several new sand 
boxes were made and placed in various locations through 
the business sections and other points in the City. 

Sewers were cleaned when found necessary and all catch- 
basins were cleaned of débris after each storm. Streets were 
washed through the business section during the summer 
months. 

Our street sanding facilities have been greatly improved 
since the purchase of the Little Giant sanding machine; a 
greater distance can be covered with less material and time 
and with much better results. 

At this time I wish to recommend that we purchase two 
or more carloads of asphalt this coming year to be applied 
to several streets where it is very urgently required. 

In closing I wish to thank the City officials and employees 
for their cooperation.

The following WPA projects were constructed during the 
year 1938. 


PROJECT NO. 65-12-359 


This project was one of the largest and most outstand- 
ing projects undertaken by this department. About 170 
men were employed during the winter and spring months. 

The project provided for the operation of our City quarry 
and the construction of new grades, and to enlarge the width 
of the following streets: 

About 1,280 feet on Malletts Bay Avenue from Union 
Street northerly to Elm Street. Stone rubble base with an 
asphalt surface. Sidewalks, curbs and gutters, catchbasins 
and manholes which now provide proper drainage. 

About 600 feet on St. Peter Street, 400 feet on Hall Street 
and about 400 feet on West Spring Street were constructed 
to meet the new grade on Malletts Bay Avenue. A new rub- 
ble base with an asphalt surface was constructed on Hall and 
St. Peter Streets, while West Spring Street was left with a 
stone surface until spring, when an asphalt surface will be 
applied.

OLD AGE ASSISTANCE INVESTIGATOR 


I hereby submit my report as Old Age Assistance Inves- 
tigator to the residents of Winooski for the year ending 
December 31, 1938. All applications filed have been in- 
dividually investigated by the field supervisor. ‘These ap- 
plications have been accepted by the Commission at Mont- 
pelier and placed on waiting list, until money is available or 
vacancies occur. The most needy cases for assistance are 
given immediate attention. 

The number of applications filed up to December 31, 
1938, total 114, of this number there are 53 active grants 
amounting to $872.50 per month. During this period there 
have been five deaths. 

I have been requested by the Vermont Department to in- 
corporate the following in my report: 

The amount paid in old age assistance in the city of 
Winooski for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1938, was 
$9,665.00. During this period 96 cents out of every dollar 
available to the Old Age Assistance Department was paid in 
benefits to eligible elderly persons and only 4 cents was used 
for administration. The cost to the state for administration 
was 1.6 cents and 2.4 cents was paid by the Federal Govern- 
ment.

The following report of the City Health Officer for the 
year 1938 is respectfully submitted: 

The past year has been very satisfactory as regards the 
general health of the community. There have been no epi- 
demics of any type during the year, which is very unusual.

The milk supply is furnished by accredited herds. All 
the dairies have been examined and were found to be modern 
and sanitary. 

Samples of our water supply examined at various inter- 
vals by the State Laboratory of Hygiene were all found 
wholesome. 

Our schools are in good condition. The overcrowding 
is being taken care of by the building of additional class- 
rooms actually in progress. 

During the year two clinics were held for pre-school 
children who were vaccinated against smallpox and inocu- 
lated against diphtheria. 

It is recommended that all parents of children of school 
age attend to the vaccination and inoculation of their chil- 
dren against these dangerous diseases.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


I hereby submit my report of the Fire Department for the 
year ending December 31, 1938. 

The department consists of officers and men as follows: 
Paul Gunther, Theodore Merchant, Leo Campbell, Delmar 
Villemaire, Henry Merchant, Joseph LeBeau, Paul Catelli, 
Joseph Tamer, Louis Campbell, Charles Adams, Paul Mar- 
tin, Aurelien Boucher, Leo Laramee, Ralph Muir, Albert 
Lavigne, Napoleon Provost, Bramen Vanslette, Maurice 
Blanchard, Emile Blanchard, Gaston Poirier and Anthony 
Dousewicz. 

The department responded to sixty-nine alarms as fol- 
lows: Six in January, seven in February, eight in March, 
eleven in April, seven in May, two in June, five in July, four 
in August, three in September, two in October, five in Novem- 
ber, nine in December. 

The department laid 6,200 feet of hose and used 374 gal- 
lons of chemicals. The approximate damage was $2,800.00. 

With the exception of one fire all were covered by 
insurance. 

There was an increase of nineteen alarms over the pre- 
vious year and a decrease of $18,200.00 in property damage 
over the previous year. 

Chimney fires again were the cause of two-thirds of the 
alarms, and only for the timely arrival of the department 
much more damage would have resulted. 

Inspections were made twice a year throughout the busi- 
ness sections and all back yards and alleys were inspected 
during clean-up week and in October fire prevention week, 
with favorable results noted. 

It is possible for every home to have as good fire protec- 
tion and prevention methods as most factories, by these sim- 
ple methods—use of a little care and caution. 

While most factories are cared for on the fire question 
by frequent visits of inspectors, the same also is possible for 
the home. Anyone in the home who realizes the danger of 
fire and can understand what great loss can result from a 
fire can eliminate the majority of the causes of home fires. 
The greater part of fires in the home are caused from accu- 
mulations of old papers, clothing, and other junk and rubbish, 
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inflammable liquids, amateur repairs to electric wiring and 
fuse boxes, electric appliances, and mostly uncleaned and 
faulty flues and chimneys. 

Several complaints have reached the officials the past 
year in regard to dumping refuse on vacant lots of the lower 
part of the east side of the City. 

I wish to state I have asked that community to cooperate 
with the department officials several years past and it is 
impossible to get results, unless the offending persons’ names 
who are guilty of this menace are known. 

During the past year the department has been hampered 
by certain drivers of motor cars who are in the habit of 
racing and cutting in ahead of the apparatus when answer- 
ing alarms. This practice should be discontinued or the 
offenders will be reported to the Police Department. 

In closing I wish to take this opportunity in expressing 
my gratitude to the boys of the department and the Mayor | 
and Council and all others who have cooperated with me 
throughout the year.

VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION

following report: 

During the year 1938 the Winooski Visiting Nurse has 
endeavored to carry on a satisfactory public health nursing 
program. This includes: 

1. Skilled nursing care for the sick in their homes, under 
the care of a physician. 

2. Prevention of disease by teaching the principles of 
health, hygiene, and sanitation; by referring cases for med- 
ical care before real disease sets in and by arranging for the 
immunization of infants against certain diseases when they 
are unable to have this done by a private physician. 

3. Promotion of individual, family and community 


health.

A fairly large proportion of maternity cases are confined 
in their homes. The nurse visits the mother regularly before 
confinement, checking her condition, urging medical care 
and assisting her with plans and supplies. After confine- 
ment, the nurse gives daily care to mother and baby. 

The Infant Welfare Conferences have continued to be 
held in the room above the City Clerk’s office. The nurse 
has been glad to have this room, but it is hoped that in the 
coming year larger quarters on the ground floor somewhere 
may be acquired. 

The old car which the nurse has used for some nine years 
gave out in the spring. A Visiting Nurse Association in 
Winooski was organized. The ladies, with the aid of city 
alderman, raised enough money to buy a good second-hand 
car. The association holds monthly meetings, open to the 
public. 

Spring and fall immunization clinics were held. Dr. Hill 
and Dr. George Thabault vaccinated and inoculated chil- 
dren against small-pox and diphtheria. Unfortunately, one 
nurse is kept too busy in Winooski with sick cases, maternity 
and infant health work, to do intensive work with the pre- 
school child or anything with the school children. 

Miss Blanche Langevin, for three years the nurse in 
Winooski, resigned early in the fall and Miss Mona Clark 
has been appointed to carry on the work.
